tized by  many.  There  is  a defil  of.  sen- 
timent right  here,  to  be  displaced.  The 
thought  of  uniting  Christians  is  kme  to  be 
cherished  and  desired.  But  serjtiment  is 
not  argument,  although  sometimes  for 
sentiment’s  sake,  error  is  received  unchal- 
lenged. The  boiling  blood,  which  fanati- 
cally defends  a point,  blindly  *ajid  rashly 
asserting  its  tenableness,  in  the  absence  ot 
all  reason,  does  not  count  for  mi|ch;  it  is, 
the  rather,  sober  judgment,  which  hon- 
estly desires  to  accept  the  right  and  willing 
to  reject  the  wrong,  though  it  lx*  a cherished 
idol,  which  tells. 

About  union  meetings,  much  sentiment 
may  lie  amassed,  which  can  lx-  arranged 
into  apparently  strong  argument, j but  will 
it  stand  the  test?  If  union  meetings  are 
right,  let’s  have  them;  if  wrong,  let’s  away 
with  the  notion.  Two  arguments  proba- 
bly cover  the  ground  in  favor  of  such : 
1.  Union  meetings  are  desirable-  because 
of  the  influence  exerted,  by  th<j  sight  of 
two  or  more  denominations  working  to- 
gether; 2.  “In  union  there  is  stjfength.” 

In  answer,  lx  it  said,  there  are  Some  un- 
ions which  were  better  off  if  divorced.  The 
value  of  any  principle  depends  upon  its 
practicabilit}'.  A cotton  picker  on  pajxr 
may  seem  feasible  enough,  but  w iat  about 
the  test?  It  is  the  work  of  a fanatic  to 
sing  its  praises,  after  it  has  proven  (a  failure. 

Union  meetings  may  seem  desirable,  but 
are  not  practicable,  because : 

1.  The  Truth  is  Cram/>ed,  by  the  limi- 
tations placed  upon  it  by  the  otlfer denomi- 
nations which  have  only  a part.  It  is  self- 
evident  that  denominations  differ.  There- 
fore somebody  is  wrong,  for  all  can’t  lx 
right.  So  they  who  hold  to  more  of  the 
truth  cannot  be  free  in  the  enunciation  of 
their  entire  Ixlief,  through  deference  to 
those  with  whom  they  have  united.  Un- 
ion meetings  are  a comradeship  in  a jour- 
ney, in  the  which  the  strong  man  has  to 
slacken  his  pace,  that  the  lame  companion 
may  keep  up.  Loss  of  timeand  of  principle- 
are  the  results.  But  some  make  bold,  to 
say,  “Let  us  preach  only  what  we  have 
in  common.”  What!  Shall  \yc  believe 
what  we  cannot  preach  ? Never;  so  long 
as  the  Gospel  is  “the  power  of  (Bod  unto 
Salvation.” 

2.  The  Spirit  of  Rivalry.  Partisanship 
will  inevitably  exert  itself;  meijilxrs  arc 
surc4o  work  for  their  respective  churches, 
which,  at  any  other  time,  is  projjx‘r.
